When the death 
signal is given tbe trap is sprang on 
which tb* condemned man will eland, 
and tbe trap will have to te so controlled 
by springs and counterweights that it 
will drop downward and oat of the way 
in a flash, that the body may plunge 
downward until checked by the rope, 
Several tests will be made, not with the 
Sheriff as a eabjeot, but by the substitu- 
tion of a dummy ot Crawford's weight,

DEATH OF HABBT OHIPPIN, 


Tbe Pardoned Murderer of George 


Robinson ptada Best at Lac'., 


From jMmidav'* CfltJf. 


Barry Gnffin, who arrived in Dccatur 


friday evening from tbe Johet peoiten- 
iarytdi«<t this morning at 7:40 o'clock, 
seated in hie chair in bis room, over Hue 
Smgletot's restaurant. His age wee 40 
•eare. 


Deceased came to Deoatnr from Jer- 


eyville, UK, in 1882, and was a barber by 
occupation. On the night o! Sunday, 
Ootober 28, 186% he ehot and killed 
George Robineoo, because of trouble 
about a woman. On February 1st, 1884, 
after hie trial, he waa convicted of mur- 
d«r and Judge WiUdn sentenced him tw 
39 years* imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary at Joiiet. Griffin always claimed 
hat he fired tbe fatal shot in self-de- 
ense, and since 1861 repeated efforts 
lave bsen made to secure a pardon for 
urn. Wbile in prison Griffin was a bar- 
ter, and he aooomulated a considerable 
sum ot extra money. Laet Thursday 
on representation of Warden Berggren 
and the prison chaplain tbat Griffin was 
n the last stages ot oorwamption and 
could not live long, Governor Pifer 
signed Griffin's pardon. Be oame to 
Cteoatnr alone, and since bis arrival here 
wd not been able to leave hia room. He 
was attended constantly by Harrison 
Tonee, and many friends called to eee 
him. Dr. B, D. Eeil exam'ned him, and 
t haa been bis opinion that Griffin could 
not recover. Dr. Hetl visited him twice 
Sunday evening,, th* last time at 10 
o'clock, Saturday evening Griffin gi>ve 
up; he called Mr. Singleton to hia Bide 
and told him what he wanted done with 


body and his personal property. He

Mr. White presented him 
petition signed by every Bepnblioan 
member of the House and asked Mr 
Crafts if by a majority of the House be 
meant the Democrats of the Houee.

ing into the canning factory scheme. 
Hie investigation has been with special 
reference to the factory at Efflnghatn, IU, 


Speaking of the Effingham tnotory Mr, 


Pontiogsaid; "Ihe whole stock ot their 
company consiste of 825,000, in (100 
Chares, They are not prepared to can- 
anything but tomatoes and trnit. Lifit 
Tear they canned principally tomatoes 
They have contracted with the trainers 
to raise 300 acres this coming season. 
They pay 20 cents a bushel for them de- 
livered at the factory. Last year their 
crop was not very good ot bocouot of tbe 
drouth, but a good many farmers dot 
840 BD acre tor what they raised. They 
say tbat it is no more trouble to raise an 
acre ot tomatoes than ao core ot corn, as 
they plant tbem five feet apart each way 
and lead them the same us we do corn. 
The most of tbe work in tbe factory is 
done by women and children, and some 
ot the women last year ma^e over a dol- 
lar a day. They were well pleased with 
tbe results of their business last year, a*, 
with all tbe mistakes they made, it paid 
them over 8 per cant, nnd tbie year they 
erd going to enlarge their factory. They 
don't expect to can any corn this year. 
They have contracted for tbeir empty 
caBB, to be delivered in Efflngham next 
May, at a coat of $26(600, and it will 
take twenty care to deliver them there."

Tft« Canadian Btootloa. 


About one jear ago Mr. Bntterwortn, 


member of Congress from Ohio, was vig- 
oroaely pushing a measure in Congress 
looking toward reciprocity with Canada. 
So sure was be that the mesenre be was 
advocating was neoeeEary to bring about 
such relation with Canada, that, became 
the new tonff bill increased the duties on 
snob farm p tod acts as the Dominion de- 
sired to sell in our market, he, vigorously 
assaulted tbe bill. In making this as- 
sault be wae prompted largely by selfish- 
ness, knowing full well that tbe passage 
of the new tariff law meant tbe death of 
his pet measure. 


THE EEPCBIIOAN at the time suggested 


that, it Mr. Butterworth acd our people 
desired reciprocity with Canada, oa fair 
terms, tbe best possible way to bring it 
about was by the very legislation Mr. 
Battervrorth objected to, namely, the 
new tariff bill. That THB RSTUBLIOAN 
wae correct is attended by the faoC that, 
from the day the McKii ley bill became 
a law, Canadians began making over- 
tures tor reciprocity with tbie oonntry. 
Ho strong has the restraint put upon 
Canadian products by the new tariff law 
operated in that country that DO email 
olamor bae been raised in favor ot annex- 
ation by tout people. 


The pending election in Canada on the 


part ot the Liberal patty ie being fought 
on the lines ot reciprocity and possible 
annexation. This foot makes the elec- 
tion in that Dominion, which is to be 
held on tbe 5th, instant, one of much in- 
terest to oar own country, aa tbe ques- 
tion ot reciprocity and annexation moot 
effect our people in the estne ratio that 
it effects them, Annexation ia so remote 
a probability that it is worthy of no con- 
sideration. It» B matter of great doubt 
whether any considerable number of 
Oaradiane seriously entertain or desire 
euoh a result, It » equally clear that 
tew well-balanced statesmen in this coun- 
try desire it, Tbe good, it any, whiob 
might come out of annexation is eo hard 
to anticipate that we would not be jneti- 
flttble in making suoh s change. 


As to reciprocity, it is clear that a very 


large percent of Osnsdisns desire such 
a treaty. Tbe farming classes of Canada 
are almost a unit in favor of it. They 
make no secret of tbe faot that the new 
tariff law cnte oft largely or largely di- 
mmithei tbe profits of Canadian farm 
products in tbe American market. The 
CUD adian farmer wants reciprocity, be- 
cause he believes that reciprocity with 
this country, eo far aa whet be has tosell 
is involved, would be equivalent to free 
trade; ttat it woald give him a free mar- 
ket in tbe United States for his farm 
products. 


That sort of reciprocity would, no 


doubt, benefit the Canadian termer, and 
might give the Nt-w England maonfae- 
tnrera cheaper farm produce. Thus at 
least two parties might receive reciprocal 
benefit*. But tbe benefits scorning to 
the Canadian farmei nnder snob an ar- 
rangement wist necessarily in the eame 
degree iojnre our fsrmflr by cutting off 
bis market. 


It then follow?, logically, that our 


farmers cannot afford to have eneh an 
tti ran gem ent consummated. It would 
only open a market for pork dud flour 
fur the Canadian end cut off its equiva- 
lent in pounds ot pork and barrels of 
Sour for our farmers. 


Under an agreement with Canada, aa 


attempt wee wade to give Canada the 
Hew England market in tbe Mills bill, 
without ooet or price, Tbe present ad- 
ministration is not moulded on that line, 
and it is safe to predict that before Can- 
ada can get into onr markets, at tbe ei- 
peceetrf our own farmers, ehe will have 
to wait until the tariff reform Democrats 
get inlo power.
